PEKING TO PARIS 
AUTOMOBILE DRIVE. 


Active proparations are being mado for 
the’ great Peking to Paris automobile drive. 
“At first it had boen proposed to solect a 
route through Central ‘Asia, but that idea 
has now heen abandoned, and the route 
chosen will liv through Mongolia, Siberia, 
and Enropean Russia. .A Russian com- 
mitteo has taken the matter in hand, and” 
held three mectings, at which it -dis- 
cussed the conditions, and selected the 
main points of the route. This will cer- 
tainly be the biggest automobile drive ever 
undertaken, The “distance is oyer 6,200 
miles, and over roads which will severely 
test the réliability of the motors and cars, 
From Peking the line lies through Kalgan 
Urga, Irkutsk on Lake Baikal, “Kansk, 
Tomsk, Omsk, Petropavlosk, TKurgan, © 
Ziatoub, Kazan, Nijni- i-Novgorod, Moscow, 
Warsnw, and thenee through Germany and 
Beiginm to Pari, From the Chineso 
capital to Kalgan the route is. through a 
thickly-populated district, aver Chinese 
roads, and “thres mountain passes for a 
distance of 120 miles. -From Kalgan to 


'] Urga thore is 1 so-called Imperia}. road, 


used by caravanr,. for a distance of about 
300 miles. ‘This Tinperial road is only a 


road in name, and consists .of a sort of 


genctel track a mile or two wide, -over 
which the caravans pass, There are only 
a few’ hills here and there, and villages 
are found about every 15 or 20 miles. 
The antomobilists will have te engage 
native guides from ono village to 
another, and this is about the worst 
part of -the trip. On arriving at 
Irkutsk, on Lake Baikal, the motorists will 
practically return to civilisation. They 
can then follow the general direction of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway, and will find pro- 
visions and petrol in abundunes in each 
village. There only remains the Desort of 
Gobi to traverse, which is not so formidable 
an affair as might be imagined, The sand 
is very solid and compaet, and after n. rain - 
dries up in two hours, and becomes as solid 
asa track along a sea lonch.: The com: 
mittee will’ send information to all the 
consuls and authorities in the towns and 
villages through which the automobilist 
will pasa, and ae “will vee pee from 
Customs. z
